To the inhabitants of the Town of Lisbon, in the 
County of Grafton and the State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Lisbon on Tuesday the 12th day of March next, 
polls to be opened at nine o’clock in the forenoon, and will 
not close earlier than four o’clock in the afternoon to act: 
upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges, the same being: ‘Town 
Officers’ Salaries, Town Officers’ Expenses, Election and 
Registration expenses, Expense of Town Hall, and other 
town buildings, Insurance, Police Department, and Vital 
Statistics for the ensuing year, and make appropriation 
for the same. 


Article 3. To hear reports of agents, auditors, and spec- 
ial committees heretofore chosen and pass any vote in 
relation thereto. 


Article 4. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the Public Libraries in add- 
ition to what is required by law, and to determine how 
same shall be divided. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $7,200.00 to light the streets in the 
town of Lisbon under the same conditions as they were 
heretofore lighted said streets to be lighted with electricity. 
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Article 7. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the cemeteries in the town of 
Lisbon. 


Article 8. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the Lisbon District Nursing 
Association. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $150.00 for the proper observance of 
Memorial Day. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid and raise and appropriate the sum of $955.10. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to plow the 
town roads, and if so, to raise and appropriate the nec- 
essary money for the same. 


Article 12. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to oil such roads in the town as are already oiled and 
to raise and appropriate the necessary money for the same. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $422.05 to the White Mountain 
Region Association for the purpose of advertising the town 
of Lisbon, being 10c per thousand of the assessed valuation. 


Article 14. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of the Town Poor. 


Article 15. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Old Age Assistance. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow such sums of money as they deem 
necessary in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for the community Skating 
rink, 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $300.00 for the Pine Blister Rust 
control. 
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Article 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be divided between the Little- 
ton Hospital and the Woodsville Hospital. 


Article 20. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $600.00 for the purpose of helping to. 
maintain the Sugar Hill Fire Department in the Town of 
Lisbon. 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of hiring a 
man three days a week, June Ist. to November Ist., to 
keep the Sugar Hill dump burned and in decent order. 
The Selectmen to administer and be in charge of the funds 
so raised. 


Article 22. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $740.00 to defray the town’s share 
of the Federal Social Security Act. 


Article 23. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 to continue the repairing of 
the Storage shed. 


Article 24. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2,100.00 to scarify and resurface the 
so-called Lovers Lane Road from the Franconia end to the 
crossroad which goes to the residence of Mary Peckett. 


Article 25. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for removing the balcony in the 
auditorium of the Town Hall. 


Article 26. To see if the town will vote to heat the base- 
ment of the town Building, being the room where trucks 
are stored and the fire department room and raise and ap- 
propriate the necessary money for the same. 


Article 27. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase a new truck and raise and approp- 
riate the necessary money for the same. 
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Article 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase a 1956 Model 88-L Austin Western 
Power Grader and raise and appropriate the necessary 
money for the same. The money to be raised as follows: 
The first year $3,000.00 and issue Serial notes for the bal- 
ance, this series of notes due yearly in the amount of 
$3,000.00 each year hereafter until the purchase price is 
paid, at such rate of interest as may be necessary. 


Article 29. For the purpose of making travel safer, and 
adequate for present day traffic and modern vehicles, to 
see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply to the state for a survey and a new estimate as to 
the cost of reconstructing the bridge over the Ammonoosuc 
River, on School Street, in Lisbon Village, and to ascertain 
if the state will contribute as much financial aid as auth- 
orized by the present laws and any further aid that may 
be made available to towns by the 1957 legislature, so that 
articles may be inserted in the town meeting warrant for 
1958 and votes taken for said purpose, the Selectmen to 
make a report not later than the 1958 meeting. 


Article 30. To see if the town will vote to have a day 
policeman the year round and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,200.00 per year for same. 


Article 31. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

On the whole we may say it has been an average 
year. A slight loss in attendance tends to mean a drop in 
circulation. That is true of many libraries at this time. It 
is not a reading period; too many other interests. Too 
many small tempting magazines which give in brief com- 
pass the things people talk about. Radio and TV are 
brisk competitors for their share of time and interest. 
These matters, however, balance themselves over a period 
of years and after all, statistics tell only part of the story. 
What of the results of reading, either casual or serious? 
Books and readers can be counted but figures will not tell 
what books do to readers, what they give or fail to give 
them. In this report the marked drop in fiction circula- 
tion is partly accounted for by the fact that juveniles are 
made a separate item instead of counted in with general 
fiction as hertofore. As always, our friends and neighbors 
have been generous; books magazines, a subscription to 
Horticulture, odd numbers of magazines which are always 
appreciated, often used as sources of information by theme- 
writing pupils and for pictures for scrap book makers. 


During the summer we had an inspiring group of 
college students from the hotels. A young man wanting 
theological books, another asking for French literature in 
the original and so on. In such cases the State Library 
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comes to our aid promptly and efficiently, also the Book- 
mobile on occasion. For Book Week our local grade pupils 
made ten attractive posters for us. As usual, our most 
entertaining incidents come from the juvenile department. 
Three small boys wanted a book of whose title they were 
uncertain. Search through the catalogue revealed no such 
title as they gave, whereupon they burst forth. “It’s a blue 
book, it’s a square book, it was right on that shelf,’’ point- 
ing vigorously. Fortunately, Mrs. Moore, our faithful 
volunteer has the Yankee gift of guessing and shortly the 
square blue book was located under its proper title. It was 
hailed with delighted satisfaction and carried triumphantly 
home for a week’s reading. 


To all those who have helped us in any way, from 
the State to our generous local friends, we return hearty 
thanks and appreciation.

REPORT FROM THE WHITE MOUNTAINS 
REGION ASSOCIATION 


Thanks to the fine co-operation of the towns in 
our Region, the Association has been able to carry 
on an extremely busy program aimed, as always, 
toward the benefiting of the entire northern part of 
New Hampshire. 


To this end we have co-operated wherever it has 
been possible with any and all agencies that have 
been working along any lines that promised eventual 
benefit to any sort of business within our state and 
region borders. This is in line with the original Re- 
gional concept, that pooling of efforts can accomplish 
more than can be done by a lot of separate, smaller 
and uncoordinated efforts. Nevertheless, along with 
this we continue our own individual projects and 
plans, where these promise to be more directly 
productive. 


Again we have distributed all over the United 
States nearly 100,000 pieces of promotional litera- 
ture of all types—maps, lists of places to stay, picture 
folders, hunting-and-fishing folders, and winter- 
vacation brochures. We know these arouse interest 
and bring business because people write for them 
from all over the map; they also tell us later on that 
these folders were of definite help in causing them to 
decide where to spend their vacation time—AND 
MONEY! Your town was represented in each and 
every one of these folders. 


Our 4-H Awards Program continues to encourage 
boys and girls to take part in, and do better in, this 
fine and worthwhile program. Through cash awards 
to members and clubs, we are proud to be helping 
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these youngsters to be the constructive farm citizens 
of our Region in the future. 


We have planned and co-operated with the plan- 
ning and carrying out, as well as the publicizing of 
Old Home Days, Woodsman’s Contest, Guides’ Show, 
Community Festivals, Horse Shows, and the like, as 
well as planning and setting up one of our own, the 
White Mountains Region Art Center. We have spent 
a lot of time on the road, attending shows visited by 
hundreds of thousands of people in Boston, Hart- 
ford, and Philadelphia, and are planning more of 
such work. 


As to results, we have again run a mail survey to 
find out what good we were accomplishing. From 
just one small sample (10% of 4000) of our mail 
requests, we turned up 148 parties numbering 440 
people who came here. Only part of those told us 
how much they spent here, but that small part spent 
$18,571.00!! Seems unbelievable until you realize 
you can’t get by vacationing on much less than $7.00 
a day. Anyway, what they alone spent means that 
from that small group came back into this Region 
214 times the total amount appropriated by our 
towns. 


What this means to every taxpayer is that much 
money, either direct income or tax income, came 
here to help take the burden off the local people. 
The man who never sees a tourist would be paying 
much more on his tax bill all through this state if 
visitors were not paying a substantial share of the 
freight! With your help, we’ll continue to do our 
part in keeping the money coming in.
